Taft was repeatedly Interrupted with 
cheers, especially in his defense of his 
advocacy of Canadian reciprocity, As 
to many of the issues upon which his 
predecessor Is fighting him he said

were

Roosevelt him self has advocated, both 
as president and as private1 citizen. 
Im m ediately after the conclusion of 
his

left

W ashington. 
"F o r some reason unknown to my 
puzzle Witted brain,” said the presi­ 
dent, "M r, Roosevelt opposed the ar­ 
bitration treaties; and by those nu n 
who supported 
that 
o p p o sitio n *his 
manager, Mr, Dixon, and the* Demo­ 
cratic votes in the senate 
the se trea­ 
ties were so c ma satiated that it is 
difficult to see whether they contain 
anything of value, which ought to he 
ratified into a treaty. 
“ My idea of progress and of the 
highest progress possible was in those 
arbitration 
treaties, 
because 
I 
saw 
in them a step toward a universal ar­ 
bitration court to which any nation 
In the world might resort in order to 
solve a controversy that it might have 
with any other nation; ami until we 
get such a court, war w ill not disap­ 
pear; and (this was a decided step to­ 
ward that end, as progressive a meas­ 
ure as ever has been suggested to the 
Am erican people.”

last 
scheduled for his present tour through 
his horn* state. 
He continued his at­ 
tack on Colonel Roosevelt, taking up 
more than a dozen subjects that the 
colonel has referred to in his speeches.

Chicago, May 9.— A fter their efforts 
to tie up Chicago newspapers officers 
of the W eb Pressm en’s union, accord­

have started a movement for a nation­ 
wide strike of newspaper pressmen.

As a m atte r of fact, any man who 
knew the sea and its ways would have 
I teen decidedly surprised had the Ti 
tunic'* 
survivors 
been 
compelled 
to 
wait longer than they did, situated as 
they were iii the direct track of ab 
vessels following w hat Is kn own ax 
the southern course across the At 
Iniifie. 
Indeed, the testimony before 
the senate investigating committee* dis 
cloned that at least one steamer had 
been within nearer ran ee of the dis 
tressed liner than tin* r u m m i e r ('ar 
patliia 
and. according to still other 
participant* 
In 
the 
tragedy, 
passed 
within five miles of the Titanic lie fore 
she went down. 


A Much Traveled Thoroughfare. 


T h e Titanic’* misfortune happened to 
her on one of the most frequently 
traveled thoroughfare* of the many 
th at cut the seven seas all over the 
globe. 
Outside of a few thickly fee 
quented 
marine 
highways, 
like 
the 
British channel or certain stretches of 
the 
Mediterranean 
or 
Long 
Island 
sound, the Titanic could not have pick­ 
ed out a l a t te r place to sink in. with 
reasonable hope of rescue In a short 
time. 
Had it not been for a slip-up or 
misunderstanding, w hich has yet to be 
explained, 
the 
nearest 
ship 
to 
the 
wrecked liner would have l*een along . 
side in ample time to take off all her j 
passengers and crew. 
Nowadays, as. for that matter, from j 
time out of mind, ships do not stray 
off certain well defined lanes unless 
driven to do so by unprecedentedly se 
vere 
weather. 
But 
no w ad ay s 
this 
holds true even more than formerly 
In fo rm er times th e prevailing winds 
at different seasons, tho set of various 
ocean 
curr ents 
and 
similar 
natural 
ph enomena played considerable part* 
in the determination of tho great trade 
routes, just as the location of wells 
and oases determines c aravan routes 
across the African deserts. 
Ships nat 
urally steered on courses on 
which 
they were moat helped by the wind* 
blowing at the different seasons of the 
year. as well as by curr ents like the 
gulf stream. 
T h e lanes used by the great t r a n s a t­ 
lantic liners, however, are governed 
entirely by the Ice drift from the north 
This lee drift Is a regular phenomenon 
and clogs the seas as far south as the 
latitude of Cape H a tte ra s to a point 
about to degrees west longitude, not 
very far from the Azores. 
T h at is to 
say, about half the seas between the 
Anteri' an and European continents are 
subject to tile peril of the iceberg 
Years ago skippers discovered this, and 
when transatlantic travel began to as- I 
slime the proportions of an industry 
th e custom gradually grew up of setting 
regular routes of travel across the At 
bilith*, depending upon the presence of 
ice. 
North and South Lanes. 


The northern or short lane is fol 
lowed late in the year, afte r all the 
Greenland floes and bergs have drifted 
down and disintegrated in the w arm er 
southern waters; the southern or short 
course is that followed the greater por­ 
tion of tin* year, when the presence of 
Ice is a constant menace to navigation 
There is not a great deal of latitudi 
aal difference between tile two, and 
there is no attempt to get w holly below 
Hie limit of the lee drift, for that 
would Involve an impossible and reallj 
futile detour, but the southern course 
was 
alw ai s 
regarded as absolutely 
safe until the disaster to the Titanic. 
’rile 
big 
steamship companies 
in- 
strili led their masters to stick to tin* 
extrem e southerly edge of tile southern 
lane as a consequence of the Titan ic’* 
loss 
Tin* temptation, of course. Is to 
list* tilt* northern route, whenever pos­ 
sible, as that is the route over which 
time records must be made. 
To find the beginnings of sea lanes of 
travel you must go far back to the be­ 
ginnings (if things, to the days when 
men first ventured on the sea and push 
id timorously from cape to cape, a n ­ 
choring by night and rarely sailing 
out of sight of land. 
The Phoenician ! 
mariners, 
who 
sent 
their 
galleys 
through the Pillars of Hercules and up I 
to Ireland for cargoes of tin. were I 
among the first to map out recognized I 
m utes for sea commerce. 
iii tin* ancient world, it is trite, the 1 
ocean lanes were not many. 
Principal j 
among them were the several courses 
from tin* Pillars of Hercules, either I 
along the African coast via Carthage 1 
or the coasts of Gaul, Italy an d Greece. ! 
and so on. to the common base of all. 
tho ports of Asia Minor, where tilt* 
commerce of tin* ancient world met ! 
and was sifted and then redistributed 
on its way to a thousand smaller marts ' 
Countless less important routes branch 
cd out from these, carried them on or 
projected into limited areas of water, 
surrounded by large populations which 
had ti commerce of their own. 
In ev ­ 
ery case the pat its of the trading gal 
leys were invariably the same. 
The 
middle of tin* Mediterranean was pro!) 
ably seldom furrowed outside of the 
tew tracks pursued by vessels trav el­ 
ing* from one side of it to the other, 
say from Carthage or Alexandria to 
Athens or Borne. 
Men crept along the 
coasts or rowed uncertainly from is 
land to island unless they could not 


much great el* in number, sci incompa­ 
rably more far flung in character, the 
sa m e general conditions bold good on 
the g ra nder scale th at has been ass am 
cd. 
T h e waters of the world, or that 
portion of it which is to any extent 
inhabited, are crisscrossed in every d i ­ 
rection by innumerable path s followed 
by vessels both sail and steam, but It 
Is still possible to find wide areas In 
which a sail or a steamship*’* smoke 
is not sighted 
for months on end. 
W hat vessel blown into the middle of 
the vast tract In the south Atlantic, 
roughly delimited by the routes follow­ 
ed by vessels from North American 
ports to Gibraltar and by the course of 
ships from the South American ports 
bound 
for Europe, would have any 
logical hope of assistance? 
'True, stray ships from Vera Cruz. 
Mazatlan and the gulf ports of Mexico 
and Central America occasionally cross 
ibis desert waste of w aters on voyages 
to Cadiz, Barcelona fir other Iberian 
ports, but they are few and far be­ 
tween, and. unless compelled to do so 
by nature, they seldom or never deviate 
from a hairline course from coast to 
coast. 
One might lie dismasted or dis­ 
abled in this desert of w ate r without 
an y help within hundreds of miles of 
one for more than a yea r perhaps. 
In 
the middle of It lies the Sargasso sea. 
th a t vague, mysterious wilderness of 
Clinging seaweed, a haven of sinister 
romance, the graveyard of a myriad 
goofily ships, haunted by the ghosts 
of generations of seamen, if tradition 
holds truth, and, at all events, even in 
the sober light of day, no comfortable 
resting place for those who would es 
cape th e clinging tentacles of its slimy 
labyrinth and escape to the traveled 
ways of man. 


Desert Tract Dreaded. 


All mariners in distress dread this 
wide patch of lonely sea. 
They know 
the fa te that would Inevitably over­ 
come tho disabled craft, limited in su p ­ 
plies, 
its boats sm ashed or washed 
away, that drifted in the trough of the 
waves, which active keels do not fur 
row. 
They 
know 
th at they 
would 
stand no more chance of rescue than if 
they were caught in the antarctic ice 
T h e Antarctic ocean itself, that por 
tlon of it which is never frozen over, is 
not more desolate. 
There are several 
other areas In the Atlantic equally 
lonely, but they are restricted in area. 
They lurk between the main traveled 
routes between America and Europe 
and a re never deserted for long, a1 
though 
at considerable intervals no 
vessel crosses them, and it is alw ays 
d uring these intervals th a t the ship iii 
d istress-meets with lier difficulties. 
Of all the greater bodies of water 
the Atlantic, of course, is most widely 
traveled; but. despite its tremendou s 
aren, the Pacific is fairly well marked 
by recognized paths of mar itim e c o m ­ 
merce. 
U k e the Atlantic, it has one 
great unpopulated desert stretch, possi 
lily a trifle larger th a n the area stir 
rounding the Sargasso sea, but on the 
whole a superficial glance would con 
Vinco one th a t the traveler on the Pa 
cl tic had little cause for fear th a t his 
distress signals might not be answ ered 


An Inexpensive Plan. 


So clearly marked are the lanes of 
the seas in this day of Lloyd s agents, 
wireless and cable reports and mimer 


ohs sailings th at there has been talk 
of establishing a system of guard or 
patrol ships which might watch over 
the open routes and search for vessels 
th at required assistance or had not 
been reported 
There is much to co m­ 
mend this plan, possibly most of all its 
actual inexpensiveness. 
Its constitu 
tlon would necessarily involve certain 
international agre em ents even if in the 
long run it were not considered most 
advantage ou s to place such a system 
under absolute International control. 
Establishm en t of a 
regular patrol 
and guard service on all the great 
ocean routes would practically do a wa.' 
with a repetition of the Titanic horrot 
The vessels of tile servile would tx 
small, but sturdy, equipped with pow 
ei fill wireless a p p a ra tu s and set to 
steam over prearrang ed stretches of 
sea. 
They 
would not be nearly so 
costly as a small squadron of battle 
ships, and it is probable that within a 
year or so they would repay for th e m ­ 
selves 
in 
property and 
lives saved 
But even without such a service m e m ­ 
bers of tho Maritime Exchange an d 
others conversant with marine affairs 
point out that if all vessels in the deep 
sea trade are compelled to carry wire­ 
less and to have operators a t the re ­ 
ceivers day and night these rules alone 
almost would be sufficient in the ordi 
nary course of circumstances to pre­ 
vent the recurrence of anyth ing like 
the tragedy of April 14 last. 


Massachusetts Moves T ow ard Keeping

Governor Foss of Massachu setts has 
signed a bill which may pave the way 
for pensioning widows w ith children 
The bill makes it possible for Cover 
nor Foss to appoint a commission to in 
vestigate the desirability of Massachu 
setts having a law whereby Instead ot 
indigent widowed mothers and their 
children being succored in sep ar ate in­ 
stitutions. as at present, the state will, 
through Its charity dep artm ent, pay 
these women pensions, varying accord 
lug to the num b er of children, until 
such time ns the children's earnings 
will make the family self supporting
